Henry Morgenthau Announces Purchase for 


Human Relief Is Not a Price Stabilization 
Move—Total Bought Tuesday Reported to 
Exceed 1,000,000 Bushels. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17 — 


(AP)—Governor Henry Mor- 
genthau, jr., of the farm 
credit administration today 
began purchases of wheat for 
human relief. 


Orders were placed at six markets 


he said, adding that the purchases 
were in no way related to reports 
that the government might under- 
take some stabilization efforts 
in 


view of the recent sharp drops in 
wheat prices. 
Instead, the purchases were made 


for the relief administration, which 
will distribute the wheat and pro- 
ducts manufactured from it to the 
\ 
needy, supplementing its program 
' 
for acquiring surplus farm commod- 
ities in co-operation with the agri- 
cultural adjustment administration. 


Delivery In December. 


Today's purchases consisted of 
both cash wheat and contracts for 
delivery in December. 
Purchases were made through the 


Farmers National Grain corporation 
at Chicago, Kansas City, Minneap- 
olis, Omaha, Buffalo and Baltimore. 


Additional purchases will be made 
as the requirements of the relief 
administration develop. 
Morgenthau 
refused to say the 


quantity of wheat which was pur- 
chased today or the quantity which 
the program of purchases • during 
the fall will involve. 
Temporary Loan Made. 


An aide, however, said that "it is 


safe to sav that today's purchases 
were not limited to 1,000,000 bush- 
els " 
It was explained at Morgenthau's 


office that -the purchase program 
was arranged on a temporary ba~sis 
under which a temporary loan was 
made by the* farm credit adminis- 
tration to the Farmers National 
Grain corporation which has head- 
quarters in Chicago.

Grower 'Forgotten

BISMARCK, N. D., Oct. 17—(AP) 
—The nation's wheat 
producing 


states will be asked by North Da- 
kota's governor, William Langer, to 
join this state in an embargo until 
the price goes. up. 
North Dakota, which produced to 


1933 more than 12 per cent of the 
country's wheat crop, decided to 
keep it within its own borders until 
it is worth more by proclamation of 
the governor, issued late Monday. 
It becomes effective after midnight 
Wednesday. 
Governor Langer said his em- 
bargo alone could not be expected 
to raise wheat prices, but that his 
purpose was to place before the 
American people "the plight of the 
grain farmer," whom he character- 
ized the "forgotten man of the 
NRA." 
Power To Call Troops. 


Notice of the proclamation has 


been sent to all common carriers 
with orders not to accept shipments 
for out-state points. Under provi- 
sions of a legislative act passed at 
the last session which gave him au- 
thority for his unprecedented de- 
cree, the governor has power to use 
national guardsmen to carry out 
terms of his order. 
North Dakota's spring wheat crop 
for 1933 was placed at 62,695,000 
bushels by Ben Kienholz, federal 
agricultural statistician at_ Fargo.

"George will see me at Christ- 


mas," Mrs. Kelly told officers. "He 
told me he would break out Christ- 
mas and get me out. He always 
does what he says he will." 


The next minute, however, the 


auburn-haired wife of the desperado 
was weeping: 


"Mother is so sweet, so innocent," 


she cried. I'm worried only about 
her." 


Both Face Life Terms. 


The two women, both facing hie 


sentences for their part in the kid- 
naping of Charles F. Urschel. Okla- 
homa City oil man, arrived from 
Oklahoma City shortly before 7 a. 
m. They walked with their guards 
to another station "/here they said 
goodbye. 


Mrs. Kelly boarded a passenger 
train and departed for Cincinnati 
at 7:50 a. m., and her mother was 
removed to the Shelby county penal 
farm where she will serve her sen- 
tence. 


Enroute to Memphis, Mrs. Kelly 


was overheard telling Mrs. Shan- 
non: 


"Mother, I can really be a good 


woman when I want to. They think 
I am a bad women." 
"Kathryn," her mother answered, 


Captured In Memphis. 


Kathryn's arrival at Memphis to- 


day marked the second time her al- 
leged crime trail led her here. She 
and 
her 
outlaw 
husband 
were 


captured in a bungalow hideout 
here, September 26. 
Despite her obvious boast, Mrs. 


Kelly promised her 
mother 


would be a "model" prisoner. 
"Mother will not live long m 


prison," Kahtryn said to officers 
Then turning to newspapermen, she 
said: 


"They were brutal to me in Okla- 


homa City. That olficer who slapped 
me at the trial, was mean. It was 
inhuman." 


She expressed regret she and her 


mother could not serve at the same 
prison. 


"I Never Had Machine Gun. 


"I never had a machine gun In 


my life," she said in response to a 
question by officers. 


Officers said both women slept 


well on the train. The officers said 
they were proud of their feat m 
slipping out of Oklahoma City.

With Needy Patients 


County 
physician 
Sawyer 
Calls 


Attention to Difficulty In 
Fixing- Jurisdiction. 


County Physician R. H. Sawyer 


Tuesday referred to the county com- 
missioners several items of expense 
in his department in regard 
to 


which he said he saw need for closer 
co-operation of the city and state 
with the county. 


The county has been paying for 
all city insulin cases, according to 
Dr. Sawyer, who said this item now 
amounts to approximately $50 each 
month. The county physician ex- 
pressed the opinion that the city 
should pay the cost of the insulin 
in all cases where city patients are 
concerned. 


Dr. Sawyer said there have been 
frequent instances when the 
city 


and county have been unable 
to 
agree on jurisdiction of a case. In 
such events, he said, a hospital that 
has furnished attention to the pat- 
ient often has considerable diffi- 
culty in seeking its reimbursement 
first from the city and then from 
the county. 


Some means by which insanity 
cases 
can be transferred 
more 


speedily to the state hospital is also 
needed. Dr. Sawyer stated. At the 
present time the county is caring 
for ten patients awaiting transfer 
to the state institution. The county, 
under special rates obtained by Dr. 
Sawyer is paying from $1" to $2 a 
day for the care of each of these 
patients.

PERU, Neb., Oct. 17—(AP)—The 
state normal school board, in a 
meeting here Monday, decided to 
ask the federal public works ad- 
ministration for a 30 per cent grant 
for remodeling the old science hall 
at the Peru teachers' college, and 
let a contract for gas heating of 
the Wayne teachers' college to the 
People's Natural Gas Co. of Omaha. 
Other 
actions taken, as 
an- 
nounced by the secretary, was in- 
clusion of the school for the blind 
at Nebraska City in the list of 
schools to receive normal school 
scholarships; authorization of Pres- 
ident Pate of Peru teachers' col- 
lege to get the necessary prelim- 
inary plans for remodeling the 
science hall into a music and or- 
ganizations hall, and authorization 
of Member Ferneau to take steps 
toward making application to the 
state advisory board for the federal 
grant to assist in financing the 
remodeling. 
Pate was authorized to employ an 
associate professor of history to fill 
the vacancy left by the death of 
Prof. George W. Brown. The Peo- 
ple's Natural Gas ^ company's pro- 
posal to heat the Wayne college for 
at least $400 less than the cost of 
heating last year was accepted. 
The building committee 'for' the 
Chadron teachers' college dormitory 
was authorized to employ an archi- 
tect, 'adopt plans and specifications 
and to proceed with the building 
on condition that the government 
supplies the 30 per cent grant 
asked. 
The question of gas heating for 
the Kearney teachers' college was 
left in the hands of a committee 
for further action. 
The board's next meeting will be 
held in Kearney •early in December.

Edward J. Dugan of Omaha, author 
of H. R. 180, which reduced the 
sheriff's fee for feeding pjysoners, 
announced today that he would file 
suit at once to enjoin the Douglas 
county board and the county treas- 
urer from paying the old feeding 
fees to Sheriff McDonald, as ap- 
parently authorized under a bill in- 
troduced by Rep. .Trenmor Cone, 
and passed later than Dugan's bill. 
Dugan said that H. R. 180 is valid. 
In it, he said, he amended section 
33-120 of the statutes, referring to 
feeding/'of county prisoners, and 
section,47-111, referring to feeding 
of state prisoners. 
Cone's bill (which was intended 
merely to reduce mileage fees) re- 
enacted 33-120, Dugan said, but 
made no mention of 47-111. 
In 1925, Dugan said, the legisla- 
ture reduced the fees allowed un- 
der 33-120, but Mike Endres, then 
sheriff, went into court and had the 
law knocked out on the ground that 
it was unconstitutional to reduce 
one set of fees without reducing the 
other..

Proposal; Now Seek 


Collateral Loans. 


Plans for aiding restricted state 
banks in Nebraska to obtain funds 
from Ihe federal reconstruction fi- 
nance corporation by issuing de- 
bentures against their earnings as 
security have been vetoed at Wash- 
ington, and a new scheme is now 
being formulated to accomplish the 
same thing in another way. 
The 
revised 
proposal is that 
banks shall issue preferred stock 
for sale to individuals, and that 
the piu-chasers will then 
deposit 
this stock as collateral security for 
loans to the banks by the 
recon- 
struction finance corporation. 
Good Approves Plan. 
State Bank Supt. Luikart con- 


ferred on this plan Tuesday morn- 
ing with Attorney General $ood 
and Frank Matthews of Omaha, 
Nebraska counsel for the federal 
corporation. ' The attorney general 
holds that It can be followed un- 
der the state's constitution and 
laws. 
Because of the provision in Ne- 
braska's constitution that holders 
of bank stock shall be subject to 
double liability, .the reconstruction 
finance corporation refuses to buy 
preferred stock which banks here 
might issue, although it is doing so 
in other states where that 
rule

stands ready to advance funds that 
will assist 
in putting restricted 
banks back on a 100 per cent basis. 
State Bank Supt. Luikart is dis- 
appointed that his debenture plan 
was turned down by federal au- 
thorities, but he Is ready to go 
ahead with the substitute which 
they have indicated they will ac- 
cept. Success of the latter method 
depends on whether individuals 
will buy the preferred stock and 
then put it up as security for loans 
to the banks. 


Might Trade Shares. 


If a bank desiring a loan can- 


not find .persons outside its own 
organization who will purchase the 
stock, 
it 
could 
issue preferred 
shares to its present stockholders in 
exchange for the ones they now 
have, and the ones traded in could 
be cancelled. The bank would then 
have the same amount of stock 
outstanding as before, and the lia- 
bility of each stockholder would be 
no greater. Since he would be lia- 
ble, in any event, for twice the 
amount of the 
stock, he 
would 
lose nothing by depositing 
his 
shares as security for a loan to the 
bank 
from 
federal government.. 


Whenever the loan was repaid he 
would get the shares back. The 
bank, in the meantime, would be 
enabled to resume regular business 
and would have enough funds to 
operate. 
Luikart announced the Farmers 
State banK of Pickrell has been 
permitted to reopen on an unre- 
stricted basis. It has been doing 
a limited business since the bank 
holiday. 


Regret* Limitations. 


Regret was voiced by Luikart that 
the president's program to release 
frozen assets in failed banks ap- 
parently is to be limited to those 
closed this year. 


He had hoped to get about $10,- 


500,000 of federal funds turned 
loose in Nebraska with the govern- 
ment taking over the assets of all 
of 
the 
state's failed banks 
to 
liquidate them slowly over a period 
of years, instead, he is advised, only 
about a fourth as much probably 
would be available with the funds 
limited to the recent bank failures. 
Only 26 state banks have gone 
into receivership this year and the 
unpaid deposits now total $2,879,089, 
not all of which could be liquidated. 
"They apparently felt that so 


much of the good assets would have 
been disposed of in older receiver- 
ships there wouldn't be enough left 
to warrant the federal government's 
participation," Luikart said. 
"In most states that probably is 
true but it isn't true in Nebraska 
where we could go back to advan- 
tage at least two years. Many banks 
closed before this year still have 
substantial assets."

of Premier Mussoline. on the condi- 
tion that the conversations not be 
held at Geneva. 
(Prance, Italy, Great Britain and 


Germany are the signatories of the 
Mussolini pact.) 
The French were understood to 
have gained knowledge of today's 
trend and notified -the Americans. 
The French appeared adamant, how 
evw, that there can be no four- 
power pact parley, since the agree- 
ment is linked with the League of 
Nations. They insist on keeping the 
conference negotiations within the 
framework of the league. 
The Italian idea was understood 


to be to go ahead without the Amer- 
icans, inviting Mr. Davis later when 
the political matters were arranged. 


GENEVA, Oct. 17 — <#) — The 
search for the road to world peace 
through disarmament spread from 
Geneva today to the capitals of 
Europe. 
With the disarmament conference 
in recess until October 26, repre- 
sentatives hurried homeward 
to 
devise new plans to meet the emerg- 
ency created by Germany's with- 
drawal. 
Many believed the government of 
Adolf Hitler might be drawn back 
into the discussions. 


Others expressed the conviction it 
would be necessary to take a unified 
stand without her. 
As foreign offices hi all capitals 


buzzed with these possibilities today, 
there 
was comment, too, on the 
statement of Norman H. Davis, the 
United States ambassador-at-largc. 


Defining the position of the Amer- 
ican delegation, Davis frankly said: 


"We again make clear that we in 
no way are politically aligned with 
any European powers. Such unity 
of purposes as existed has been en- 
tirely on world disarmament mat- 
ters." 


Others Must Decide. 


"Whether or not," he added, "con- 
ditions are favorable to continue the 
present disarmament effort is now 
a question for Europe and not the 
United States to decide." 
In the week's consultations "be- 
tween the capitals of Europe," Dav- 
is said, the United States would 
take no active part. 
But the American's move for tem- 
porary release from the conversa- 
tions could not dull the glowing 
terms with which appreciation of 
his delegation's efforts were ex- 
pressed. 
Had it not been for Davis, some 


of the delegates recalled, permanent 
adjournment might have been voted 
instead of the "breather" finally de- 
cided upon.Door Still Open. 


Then, 'the new opportunity of 
bringing Germany back in or of for- 
mulating plans for a convention 
from consideration of which reich 
representatives of course would be 
barred, should not have presented 
itself. 
Those, statesmen said, were the 
prime alternatives. 
Important among those pressing 


for Germany's re-entrance were a 
number of Americans who ejcpressed 
hope Germany might be freed from 
the obligations imposed by the Ver. 
sailles treaty. 
However, even this group thought 
the only way to accomplish the end 
lay in a disarmament conference to 
supplant the pact to phlch Nazi 
Germany so strenuously objects. 


Replying to Germany's announce- 


ment of withdrawal. Sir Arthur 
Henderson, 
conference president, 
said the reich pulled out just as a 
"definite program" was formulated. 
"I regret, therefore," he added, 
"that this grave 
decision 
should 
have been taken by your govern- 
ment for reasons which I am un- 
able to accept as valid." 


Washington Instructs Davis. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17— (P) — 
The United States undertook today 
to steer entirely clear of any Euro- 
pean political 
entanglement that 
might arise out of Germany's with- 
drawal from continental conference 
tables. 
Disturbed by the under currents 
abroad, the Roosevelt administra- 
tion reiterated directions to Nor- 
man H. Davis, chief of the disarm- 
ament conference delegation, that 
he should pursue strictly a hands 
off policy toward anything hinting 
of European entangelements. 
Davis was advised by the state 
department to remain aloof from 
consultations between 
the Euro- 
pean capitals over the present dis- 
armament impasse. The question, 
he was told, was for Europe alone 
to decide. 


The belief was expressed by some 
here that little hope remained for 
real arms reduction 
accomplish- 


ments unless Germany should re- 
join the Geneva parley. It was 
held privately that the only other 
disarmament opportunity depended 
upon an agreement between other 
major nations to which Germany 
would adhere. In such an arms 
pact, it was indicated, the United 
States would join.

Sutherland Says Local Co-Opera-

ightlng system on the thoroughfare, 
will be heard by the Nebraska pub- 
lic works advisory board Thursday 
evening at Omaha, according to 
word that has reached city officials. 
The entire city council, accom- 
panied by the city attorney and cltv 
engineer expects to attend. 
The city is asking for only the 30 
per cent grant on the cost of labor 
and materials in both projects, the 
plan being to Issue special assess, 
ment bonds to provide the funds for 
the rest of the cost. The ornamental 
lighting project, 
which extends 
from Eighth street to Twentieth, 
will cost $36,000, the requested grant 
amounting to $9,036 The resurfac- 
ing grant asked is $12,500, arfd the 
entire cost of the project, $60,000. 
Urges Speed. 


As contracts for the repavln" of 


17 feet in the middle of the street 
were awarded by the state Tuesday, 
members of the council are anxious 
that the two applications to be 
heard Thursday night be approved 
in time to award contracts that will 
permit the repaving and resurfacing 
work to be done at about the same 
time 
The construction of a new orna- 
mental lighting system on O street, 
and the removal of the trolley wire 
poles as a result of the taking out 
of the street car tracks, involves a 
change in the automatic traffic sig- 
nals which is giving officials some 
trouble 
They have not yet solved 
the problem. As a result, Mayor 
Fleming Monday requested City En- 
gineer Enckson to estimate the cost 
of attaching the lights to the n»w 
ornamental light poles 
To do this will require at least 


two traffic lights of a new type at 
each intersection. They will prob- 
ably be at the northeast and south_ 
west corners. The discussion brought 
out that the new system will in- 
clude all the intersections 
from 
Ninth street to Seventeenth. No 
change is to be made in the sig- 
nals now on other streets, but it is 
likely that the present lamps on 
O street will be placed at corners 
for which insistent demands have 
been made for automatia lights. 
May Be Lower. 
If the signal lights are .placed on 
the ornamental poles, they will not 
be as high as those now over the 
center of the intersections. The new 
ornamental lights will be twenty 
feet above the walks. 
The council contemplates making 
the change at the same time the 
resurfacing and lighting projects 
are under way, to eliminate much of 
the expense. 
Since the council is contemplat- 
ing changing the lights, suggestions 
were made to Mayor Fleming Mon_ 
day, thai the traffic rules be amend, 
ed to permit making right hanc 
turns against red lights The change 
E. N. Van Home believes, will elim- 
inate some of the dangerous con- 
ditions existing under present regu- 
lations, and at the same time be of 
great benefit to traffic conditions 
generally.

NEBRASKA'S FIGHT.

iOWA. a spirited, two-fisted 
scrapper, Louis 


Murphy, who was sent to the 
United 
States 


Benate by a rebellious farm constituency, has suc- 
ceeded in Increasing the appraisals of farm lands, 
Jvhose owners have applied for loans under the pro- 
Visions of the agricultural credits act, on an average 
of 10 per cent above the figure originally adopted by 
the field representatives of the loan agency. 


It is a matter of supreme importance. Thousands 


ftf the Iowa farmers are involved badly in debt. They 
bought high priced land and they mortgaged their 
farms in order to acquire or to extend their hold- 
ings. Then the bottom dropped out, and values 
Shrank to unbelievably low levels. It was to meet 
(such a situation as this in Iowa and in other states 
that the agricultural credits act was passed, but its 
benefits have been nullified largely because of the 
appraisal values fixed upon the land. The appraisals 
go directly to the heart of the question as to whether 
» loan now in default or in good standing, but bear- 
Ing a higher interest rate than the government 
charges, can be refinanced. If the appraisal is to 
be made on the basis of what land would bring with- 
in the last year, it will be recognized generally that 
the agricultural credits act can be of little or no 
assistance to the distressed farmer. 


That is the fight which Senator Murphy made for 


his people. He insisted it was not fair to fix a val- 
iie on land, based upon a price established when land 
is a drug an the market, when no one wants it, 
when the prices of farm commodities drop to the 
lowest levels since the Civil war. Somewhere in be- 
tween the foolish speculative price, and the value 
established before the boom period should be the 
basis of appraisal, Senator Murphy claims, and his 
unrelenting efforts in that direction have produced 
results for Iowa.

the same situation has existed and exists 


in Nebraska. Hundreds of applications have 


been filed by Nebraska fanners seeking to refinance 
the loans against their farms and thus avert fore- 
iflosure. Due to the appraisal values, relatively few 
applications have been granted. 


Nebraska has a more substantial case than Iowa. 


Here land speculation never attained 
the frenzied 


peaks which marked the closing months of the boom 
period in the Hawkeye state. The mortgages placed 
against the land as a consequence were not so ex- 
cessive and do not represent' such a wide gap be- 
tween normal, sensible, and conservative valuations 
fend the frothy figures attained some years ago. So 
far as eastern Nebraska is concerned, there is little 
difference between the soil here and the soil across 
the Missouri river. Drainage problems in Iowa have 
been more acute, involving heavy expenditures, im- 
provements of a more elaborate character in many 
instances have been made in Iowa, the public debt 
as against the land is much larger and places a much 
heavier burden on the Iowa farm, but both are about 
as fertile and as productive, and under ordinary cir- 
fcumstances. due to some of the factors noted, the 
Nebraska farm should be operated as profitably as 
the one in Iowa. It is not a quarrel between Iowa 
and Nebraska, but a matter of simple justice to ob- 
tain equally generous appraisals for the farmers of 
this state, in order that they may enjoy the same 
opportunities for credit now open to the owners of 
fend In Iowa, 


In the last analysis, we have only ourselves to 


blame. We have not been vigilant. We have not 
fcarried the fight to Washington. The administration 
Is not unfriendly and it is not unsympathetic. It 
•hould not be criticised if the full facts have not been 
placed before It by our representatives in congress. 
Under the chaotic conditions which prevail 
today, 


Washington is buried under an enormous accumula- 
tion of detail, and each state, through its proper 
spokesmen, will find it necessary to present its own 
Cause.

F IOWA, Senator Murphy had the united and

Other business groups, and of various farm organiza- 
tions. They backed up his protest with emphatic 
expression. The Nebraska business man and the Ne- 
braska farmer should be concerned as greatly as 
Iowa was.

MONEY FOB DEPOSITORS. 


TfVTO MORE cheering news has come out of Wash- 
Ill ington in recent months than the 
statement 


made Monday that the government is to devote a 
billion dollars immediately to the taking up of frozen 
assets in closed national and state banks through- 
out the country. Among the principal causes of con- 
ditions which have prevailed for such a long period 
has been the tying up of the funds of depositors in 
failed banks, and the action of the 
administration 


means that this entire billion dollars is to be quickly 
placed in the hands of those who will immediately 
place it in circulation. 


Depositors who have been deprived of their capital 


through the closing of banks will because of the 
move upon the part of the government be enabled to 
pay their taxes and other obligations, make neces- 
sary repairs upon their properties and make pur- 
chases which have been deferred on account of un- 
certainty as to when, if ever, they were to obtain the 
wherewithal to pay. 


Nebraska was not so hard hit by bank failures as 


Iowa and some other states, but it has been bad 
enough even in this state and the action of the gov- 
ernment will let loose hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars which will immediately find its way into the 
channels of trade, quickening the movement of all 
classes of merchandise and improving the market 
for the products of the farm. 


Surely the administration is doing its share to 


bring about the return to normal conditions and the 
light is growing brighter every day. Notwithstand- 
ing all that is being done, however, one occasionally 
hears some illy considered criticism and fault find- 
ing. 
This is of course Inevitable and is to be ex- 


pected. The most perfect man that ever lived- was 
criticised and there is no one connected with the 
Washington government who pretends to be perfect. 


All of them are bending to their tremendous tasks 


in the most devoted manner- and should faillure at- 
tend one line of endeavor another will be pursued. 
It is because these facts are known that the people 
as a whole have such abiding faith in Mr. Roosevelt 
and his aides. 


LABOR TROtTBLES CLEARING UP- 


S 


TRIKING coal miners and steel workers in the 


east seem to be coming to their senses at last, 


as news reports say that many of them are return- 
ing to their jobs after several weeks of self-enforced 
idleness and plants which have been shut down are 
again in operation. 
Evidently they came 
to 
the 


conclusion that not only were they not making prog- 
ress in their attempt to coerce employers, but that 
the force of national public opinion would be against 
them if the struggle became a protracted one. 


Had these strikes been called by reason of em- 


ployers cutting wages or refusing to co-operate in the 
movement for a shorter work week, they would have 
had ample justification. But no such basis existed 
for them. As a matter of fact, the employers had 
increased wages and shortened hours before any 
trouble developed. Employment was fairly 
steady 


and conditions were better than they had been for 
several years, when the men began to quit their jobs 
and start picketing to force suspension of activities, 
all because certain agitators appeared on the scene 
and convinced them that it was time to 
demand 


"recognition of the union" on top of all the other 
concessions. 


So, .for several weeks, mines have been closed _and 


steel works suspended while a futile battle was being 
waged over something entirely aside from the ques- 
tions of remuneration and hours of labor. During 
all this time the families of the strikers have been 
without any income to support themselves. Many of 
them, presumably, had to be taken care of by public 
and private relief agencies in their respective com- 
munities, thus adding to the burdens of other people 
as well as being deprived of their own regular means 
of sustenance. 


Apparently it has dawned upon the workers that 


they have been acting against their own interest by 
allowing radicals and professional labor disturbers 
to lead them around by the nose. They are doing 
the right thing by going back to work. -If they want 
to deal with their employers in an organized way, 
they can undoubtedly do so by choosing representa- 
tives for that purpose. That right is granted them 
by the national recovery act, and no employer thus 
far has declined to meet or negotiate with commit- 
tees of his or its own employes. The rub has been 
when outsiders horned in and attempted to tell the 
employers what they must do. Quite naturally, the 
latter refused to countenance such interference. 


At Detroit, the strike of a few hundred die workers 


in automobile and accessory plants still persists; but 
the motor concerns have met the situation by send- 
ing their orders for dies and tools to factories In 
other places. Result: Increased unemployment In 
Detroit and diminished business for its manufactur- 
ing concerns that would otherwise to be able to pro- 
vide more jobs for men willing to work.

Beware of wholesale indictments. 
The moral breakdown you refer to 
Is not as complete or widespread as 
you indicate. There are hosts of 
honest executives operating many 
great corporations 
and 
countless 


companies which have 
what the 


New Testament calls "bowels of 
compassion" for the rank and file 
of their employes and their stock- 
holders and creditors. 
Yet what 


you allege is justified when modi- 
fied. There is far too wide a cleav- 
age between the morality of the 
individual and that of his political 
and industrial associations. 
If the type of conduct which is 


prohibited in the 
domestic circle 
were likewise prohibited in social 
groups, political 
parties and in 
banking and commercial relation- 
ships, life would be much easier for 
the suffering majority 
and less 


dangerous for the predatory mi- 
nority. As the situation stands too 
many men who act with consum- 
mate tact and consideration toward 
their families and friends turn Ber- 
serker in the office 
and plot to- 


gether for financial dominance, sel- 
fish interests and non-social ends. 
Professor 
Reinhold Niebuhr 
has 


written a book on this matter un- 
der the title of "Moral Man and 
Immoral Society," which is pub- 
lished by Scribners & Sons, of New 
York City. No Christian teacher, 
social scientist or intelligent citi- 
zen can afford to neglect this vol- 
ume. 


Its burden is how to close the 
gap between private virtue 
and 


public perfidy. Love works mira- 
cles m persons intimately related, 
but classes and nations seem to be- 
lieve the European general who de- 
clared that the Sermon 
on 
the 


Mount was not intended for inter- 
national 
observance. The 
world 


had brains enough to have avoid- 
ed the World war. But it did not 
because it lacked collective good 
will. Honest and really profitable 
human life still waits on the fear- 
less application of Biblical princi- 
ples to its management.

QUESTION. 


Why do so many people refuse or 
neglect to go to church? 


ANSWER. 
This question is insistently an- 


swered in these days, especially by 
the younger people. Notwithstand- 
that in countless instances 
their 


fathers and mothers met at church 
gatherings, married under church 
auspices and built up their home 
life by the aid of Biblical teachngs, 
many of the children fight shy of 
the churches. 


For one I am glad that attend- 
ance on them merely as a conven- 
tional form has 
largely ceased. 
There was quite an element of un- 
conscious hypocrisy connected with 
that custom and the situation is 
clarified by the fact that today no- 
body goes to a place of public wor- 
ship unless he desires to do so. 
Compulsory attendance has there- 
fore practically disappeared. 
One objection I frequently meet 


from youth is that public worship 
as now conducted has no compell- 
ing urgency. The audience is ex- 
pected to say, sing and hear many 
things it does not and cannot be- ' 
lieve. The whole affair is too nebu- 
lous, slipshod and perfunctory, and 
has little vital relation to humani- 
ty's deeper needs or indeed to any- 
thing that really matters. I do 
not concede that these charges are 
generally true because my person- 
al experience contradicts them. But 
it cannot be denied that they are 
true with respect to some churches 
and 
these 
instances serve as a 
basis upon which to 
indict 
the 
rest. 


As J see the situation 
there is 


probably more interest in religion 
today than there ever was, coupled 
with a genuine desire to penetrate 
its secrets and obtain its benefits. 
The majority of people realize that 
they have ter reckon with God and 
the unseen world and they, wel- 
come instructions which help them 
to do so. Neglect of church attend- 
ance inflicts grave loss on all con- 
cerned, and in my judgment it is 
already on the decline.

Hypocrites' Stand Exposed. 


Bingham told a gathering of the 


Harvard club last night that he 
always had felt there had been a 
good deal of hypocrisy in connec- 
tion with 
public agitation over 


sporting gate receipts. 
"When times are good,' he said, 
"there was widespread criticism. 
^People wanted to know why gate 
receipts were necessary. Now the 
situation 
is 
completely altered. 


There no longer is any outcry at 
all. Instead, tha chief source of 
•criticism comes from the failure of 
athletic budgets to balance. 
"College presidents have been 


formally introduced to the idea of 
gate receipts, something they knew 
about before only vaguely. 
"While it might not-be desirable 


to rely entirelv on receipts, the fact 
remains that the scope of any col- 
lege's athletic program must be 
made to conform with the receipts 
from paying sports, notably foot- 
ball." Proposes Ban On Army. 


Harvard's athletic budget, he de- 


clared, would be balanced by the 
end of the present school year, al- 
though "we contemplate making no 
retrenchments." 
Thomas W. Slocum, former pres- 


ident of the Harvard club, surprised 
the gathering by suggesting that 
West Point be barred from compe- 
tition with major eastern colleges 
because of the academy's failure to 
adopt the three-year varsity eligi- 
bility rule. 
Slocum thus revived an old issue 
that led to the famous break, now 
healed, between Army and Navy. 
He suggested that West Point be 
urged to adopt the three-year rule, 
under threat that otherwise the big 
eastern schools would dechne to 
maintain athletic relations with the 
Cadets.

"savvy" the workings of the foot- 
ball rule governing the choice of 
goals at the beginning of play and, 
mpre especially, at the start of the 
second half. 


"I have noticed," the ardent fan 
relates, "that the teams change 
goals at the start of the 
second 
period, but when play begins for 
the third period the teams some- 
times change goals again 
and 


sometimes they don't. This is most 
confusing. If you would quote the 
rule and suggest a few words by 
way of 
explanation, I 
would be 


more than grateful, for which I 
thank you m advance." 
.1 am pleased to oblige, so I quote 


the rule in the book, as follows: 


Kule 4, Section 2, Article 1—"Tne 


referee shall toss up a coin before 
the beginning of the game in the 
presence of the field captains of 
the opposing teams, first designat- 
ing which field captain shall call. 
The winner of the toss shall have 
choice of goal, or of kicking off, or 
of receiving the 
kick-off, which 


choice shall not be revocable. The 
loser of the toss shall have, the 
choice of options which the winner 
does not select, and his choice shall 
not be revocable. At the beginning 
of the third period these privileges 
shall be reversed." 
rmHE rule, it seems to me, is a 
JL model of simplicity and clari- 
ty, yet a few paragraphs by way of 
explanaiSon possibly may not he 
out of order. In the first place, it 
is the custom for the referee to ex- 
tend to the visiting captain 
the 
right to call the turn of the coin. 
So here goes for the beginning of 
things on the field: A, captain of 
the visiting team, calls heads and 
wins the toss, so it is his privilege 
to: Declare his choice of goals or 
to kick off or to receive the kick- 
off. 


He takes note that the wind Is 
blowing from the north, so he 
elects to defend the north goal, 
hoping that the wind may give his 
team a favorable 
scoring break 
during the first quarter. 
Having 


elected to defend the north goal, he 
has no further choice. 
Team B captain, having no re- 


course but to defend 
the south 


goal, then 
has the privilege to 
kick off or to receive the kick. He 
chooses to kick. So the game pro- 
ceeds, with B kicking off and A 
receiving, 
while 
defending 
the 
north goat 
O 


N THE conclusion of the first 


period, the book provides that 
the teams shall change goals, A go- 
ing to the south goal and B to the 
north. There is no kickoff at the 
start of the second quarter, as the 
teams simply reverse goals, the of- 
ficials mark off the distance from 
the nearest goal line, also side line, 
to the spot where the ball last was 
dead, the team in possession of the 
ball retains it and play continues, 
with the yardage and downs carry- 
ing on as if there had been no in- 
termission. 


Then comes the end of the sec- 
ond quarter and the 15-minute in- 
termission, as specified in the book. 
Before play is resumed at the start 
of the third quarter, the team B 
captain, who lost the toss at the 
beginning of the game, is asked by 
the referee to designate his choice 
of goals or whether he wishes to 
kick off or receive. 
If the wind still is in evidence, 


the logical selection by the B cap- 
tain would be to continue to de- 
fend the north goal, meaning that 
the B team would be facing south, 
as during the second quarter, and 
there would be no reversal of goals 
as at the end of the first quarter.

NEW YORK, Oct. 17—(INS)—It 


seems to be pretty generally agreed 
that the Illinois-Army game, as of 
this Saturday coming at Cleveland, 
is of great general interest because 
it is 1933's first intersectional meet- 
ing of major importance, although 
I must say I don't feel I have to 
concur with the reason specified. It 
might be, for instance, that the 
game will be more interesting as a 
sort of laboratory test of the "Gar" 
Davidson or ingenue school of foot- 
ball management at West Point, as 
opposed to the "personality" system 
that prevailed there last year and 
for some years before that. 
It probably was only a coinci- 


dence, but the Army was engaged 
in an ethical controversy with the 
Navy at the time. 


Doubtless, the fact that the sys- 
tem was ably exploited by Major 
Fleming and Captain Wells didn't 
really matter, either, although in 
mv unreasoning way I did attach 
some importance to the fact that 
the former became known in the 
New York papers as "Maje" and 
the latter as "Cappy." 


It's All Over Now. 


The fact is that I so misunder- 


stood the situation that I thought 
the New York press boys had been 
won over by a ham sandwich and a 
bottle of hair tonic, taken inter- 
nally. As a matter of fact, I still 
think so, but that 16 strictly by the 
way, 
because the controversy now 


is finished and, therefore, so are 
"Maje" and "Cappy." 
Moreover, it seems somehow less 


reprehensible to delude a lew earn- 
est sports writers than to take boys 
before they reach the age of reason 
and make conspirators out of them, 
which is what is happening-every 
day at those quondam institutions 
known as "football schools."

and 
the 


"Maje" to set about the task of 
presenting the 
situation in its 
proper light and, in time, a beauti- 
ful friendship sprang up and was 
cultivated most assiduously by both 
sides. 
I recall, for instance, that at the 
end of one season, when it seemed 
that the naval academy meant to 
be unreasonable and continue play- 
ing football according to its lights, 
the New York press writers were 
bidden to a dinner, where each was 
presented with a gold football as a 
token of esteem and affection. Un- 
fortunately, I was unable to attend, 
as it happened that I already had 
arranged to go up and see if every- 
thing was all right around Grant's 
tomb. 


Still Has His "Fiver." 


This was particularly distressing 


because the controversy is now no 
more, "Cappy" and the 
"Maje" 


have gone to their reward, and the 
Army naturally is all out of esteem 
and affection and gold footballs, 
too. Nevertheless, we felt we had to 
show "Cappy" that we also could 
do the handsome thing, for I be- 
lieve we gave him a farewell din- 
ner, which was noteworthy for the 
fact that each sports writer paid S5 
and the guest of honor was so dis- 
tinctive as to appear in overalls. I 
consider that I got a stand-off here.
